lo Between 19 and 26 June 1953 p no aircraft were observed at Bautaen-Litten 
airfieldo On 21 and 23 June^ a stean locomotlve and a dredger \;ere used 
for grading work în the northeastern section of the landing fieldo 
Excavation work was no longer observed in the northi^festern sectiori of the 
landlng fielda Crushed stones were trucked to the fieldo The radlo installation 
in the southeastern corner was heing dismantleda 

Zu On 24 and 25 JunQ,^ no air aetivîty irjas conducted at the fieldo About 30 VP meîi 
were engaged in unidentified work on the runwayo Trucks loaded with cement^ 

15jîie and paving-stones moved on the runway and taxiwayû Some trucks loaded 
with sand were observed in the southwestern section cf the fieldo The dredgers 
in the northeastern^^ northwestern and southwestern seetions of the field were 
not in operationo 


25X1 A Between 1 and 16 June 1953? P^autssen-Litten airfîeld was occupied 

by some MiG-15s of a fighter regiment from Groasenhâinj , which probably were io 
test tiie completed auxiliary runway covered wîth runway ïnats », The 3rd VPL Regt^ 
was transferred to Cottbus during construction \iork at Bautzen airfield, and 
as of late Jiuie has apparently not foeen retransferred to Bautîsai » 
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
